-Full 
emancipation cannot be acheived without the 


abolition of capitalism. 

We are oppossed to the ideology of national 
liberation movements which claims that there is 
some common interest between native bosses 
and the working doSS to face oE foreign I 
domination. We do Support working duSs 
Struggles again si racism, genocide, etimocidc 
and politicol end economic colonialism. We 
oppose the emotion of any new ruling class. Wc 
reject all farms of nationalism,, as this only [ 
servM ta redefine divisions in the international 
working class. The working class has no country 
and national boundaries must be eliminated, we 
seek lo build an anarchist Inlfrmalio-nal to work 
wilh other libertarian revolutionaries throughout 
Iho world. 

As well as exploiting and oppressing the majority 
of people, capitalism threatens the world 
through war ond ths destruction of Ihe | 
envrronmenl. 

It ii npl possible to abolish Capitalism without a I 
revolution, which will arise out of dess conflict. 
The ruling doss must be completely overfhi'Owo | 
to achsive anarchist communism. Because the 
ruling class will not relinquish power without the I 
use aE armed force, this revolution wilt be □ lime | 
of vioiencE as wijl| OS liberation. 

Unions by their very nature cannot become 
vehicles for the revolutionary transformation of 
society. They have fo be accepted by capitalism | 
in order to funclion and SO cannot play 0 port 
on ifs olhecthrow. Trade unions divide the 
working doss {between employed and 
unemployed, trade ond craft, skilled ond 
unskilled etc). Even syodkatral unions ore 
Constrained by Ihe fundamental nature of 
unionism, T>ie union has to be able lo contra) 
i ti iTimtibersh^a in ordor lo make deals with I 
management. The aim, through negotiation, is 
fo achehre q fairer form oE exploitation for the 
workforce, The interests of leaders and ] 
representatives vq|l always be different ta ours. 
The boss class is aur enemy, and wh^e we must 
fight for better conditions freen il, we hav-e fo 
ffcalise that reforms we may ocheive today may 
be taken away tomorrow. 

Genuine liberation can onty come aboul through 
She revolutionary self-activity at the working class 
an a mass stole. An anarchist communist 
society means not only co-operalian between 
equals, but active involvement in lha shaping | 
and creating al that society during and after (he 
revolution. In times at upheaval and struggle, 
people will need to create their own | 
revolutionary organisations controlled by 
everyone In Ihem. These autonomous j 
organisations will be outside the control of I 
political parlies and within them we will fc&orn | 
many Important lessons of -self-activity. 

As anarchists we organise in all areas oi life to 
try lo advance Ihe revolutionary process, we 
beleive- a strong anarchist organisation is 
necessary to help us lo Sh is end. IJntike other |
